CARE OF CASINGS AND TUBES 





‘With summer weather and sum- 
mer touring slipping into high gear 
@ few suggestions on the care of 
casings and tubes are not out of 
lace. Several valuable hints are 
given out this week by a local dis- 
tributor of Norwalk tires and tubes. 
These are the tips: 

“Park your car in the shade if 
possible. If car is to be left stand- 
ing’-in the sun for any length of 
time it is advisable to cover the 
casings exposed to the rays of the 
sun wtih robes or burlap. sacks. 

“xtra casings should be - protect- 


ed with tire covers as light tends | 


to deteriorate rubber, particularly 
on the casings that are not in’ use. 

“Hxamine repaired tubes carefully. 
See that the patches are in good 
condition

“Carry at least two new _ tubes 
when going on a tour as even the 
tightest of patches may work loose 
on repaired tubes when driving over 
hot roads.
